Agent FREYMAN has been able to obtain a most cooper- 
ative attitude on the part of CHILDS and it is be- 
lieved that it is most undesirable at this time to 
have another agent contact CHILDS for interview 
purposes*

Please be advised that SA CARL N. FREYMAN is responsible 
for the development and handling of this informant* Agent 
FREYMAN is a Grade 13 agent and has been working security 
work for approximately the past four years. Since the 
inception of the Bureau 1 s TOPLEV program in September, 
1951* he has been assigned exclusively to this work 
attempting to develop informants among high-ranking Com- 
munists. He has devoted much of his personal time to 
the study of Communist theory and at the present time 
has an excellent grasp of such. His work in connection 
with the TOPLEV program has been very capably handled 
and he has devoted a considerable amount of voluntary 
overtime in arranging interviews under this program. 

He recently has been assigned full-time to the handling 
and development of CG-5824-S, MORRIS CHILDS, a former 
national leader of the Communist Party and formerly 
District Chairman of District #8 of the Communist Party, 
Chicago, who it appears may be able to reactivate him- 
self. Agent FREYMAN is intensely enthusiastic about 
his work, is a very hard worker and an excellent inves-

I is a Negress, is presently 36 years of age 
and Is a divorcee. She was a member of the Communist 
Party from approximately 1943 "ter 1947* she was first 
contacted by SA FREYMAN and another agent on May 26, 

1951 with Bureau authority , for pp^sih.le use as a wit- 
ness in a Loyalty of Goverl^ent'Em^Ioyee-Fraud Against 
the Government case. During the, interview she stated 
she had been a Communist Party member ; that she dropped-, 
because of personal reasons in 1947* but that she stidl 
maintained her Communist beliefs. She gave the follpw4 ' 
ing reasons as to why she was a Communist:

She further stated that in her opinion, especially 
after the election of 19i+8 in which TRUMAN promised a 
civil rights program and later failed to carry it out, 
democracy had failed in granting equal rights for 
everyone as guaranteed under the Constitution. She 
added that some progress in civil rights had been 
made in this country but said that as long as we 
have lynchings and the Ku Klux Klan she feels that 
the Negro will not have full civil rights. She added 
that if the FBI could prove the Party was insincere 
in the above points and that Communism could only come 
by revolution, she would then consider helping the 
FBI* During the several hours of conversation that 
followed, she indicated personal troubles with her hus- 
band, financial troubles, and also that she wanted to 
put her son in a Catholic school although she is not 
a Catholic* 

Agent FREYMAN discussed the Communist Party line on 
the Negro question, the use of the trade union movement 
by the Communist party to further its revolutionary aims, 
and quoted MARX and LENIN re revolution* It was also 
pointed out to her that the FBI had the responsibility 
of defending civil rights and very definitely were inter- 
ested in any information indicating a violation of civil 
rights which would be given proper attention by the 
Bureau, Agent FREYMAN also brought out certain facts 
concerning the use of the Negro by the Communist Party 
in furtherance of the international and revolutionary 
aims of the Party, She was shown that evidenoe has 
been offered in courts and passed upon by juries which 
conclusively proves that the Communist Party is a menace 
to the security of the country and that Communists advo- 
cate and teaoh the overthrow of the government by force 
and violence. She was also provided with literature 
and agreed to meet the agent again for further discuss! o

Subsequently Agent FREYMAN made arrangements for infor- 
mant’s son to attend a Catholic school and even though 
informant’s son did not actually enter this school, 
the informant was very appreciative of the agent’s 
interest. 

During the following nine months Agent FREYMAN, usually 
in company with other agents, recontacted this infor- 
mant from time to time and provided her with additional 
literature, even though the informant said she was re- 
luctant to assist the Bureau because of the fear of 
being exposed. Agent FREYMAN spent many hours with 
her, discussing the Party and Bureau security, but 
the informant was still reluctant to reactivate be- 
cause of her fear for her personal security. Agent 
FREYMAN during this time had many telephone conversa- 
tions with the informant and at her request saw her 
personally on numerous occasions to discuss her son 
and other personal problems, including her mother’s 
illness and hospitalization. As a result of this 
friendliness and personal interest, she appeared to 
reach the point where she had trust in Agent FREYMAN. 

Recently the informant advised Agent FREYMAN that she 
had been thinking over his remarks regarding the use 
of the Negro people by the Communist Party and had 
concluded that she should offer any assistance to the 
Bureau that she could give. At that time Agent FREYMAN 
suggested that she might become active in several Com- 
munist Party front groups after which she did, attend- 
ing several small meetings. During this period small 
sums of money were paid to her covering her expenses. 
Finally, as a result of the many contacts made by Agent 
FREYMAN, the informant advised she would reactivate 
herself in the Communist Party if the Bureau would 
agree to pay her and provide maximum security. 

On April 22, 19£>2 she was successful in re-registering 
in the Communist Party and since that time she has been 
attending Communist Party meetings and furnishing infor- 
mation to this offioe.

I am writing to advise you of a personal problem concerning 
which I respectfully request your personal consideration* 

I have received, as of January twenty-fifth, a transfer to 
the Norfolk Field Division, and February twelfth has been set as 
the tentative date of my departure from New York* Reluctant though 
I am to burden you and the Bureau with a request for any change in 
assignment made personally desirable through strictly personal and 
family matters, 1 do feel impelled, in this instance, to request 
that consideration be given to a cancellation of this transfer* and 
to a substituted transfer to a mid-western field division in closer 
proximity to my home* 

Two months ago, Mrs* Freyman 1 s father, residing in Le Mars, Iowa, 
was taken seriously ill* Subsequent examination by local doctors 
and the Mayo Clinic revealed that he has lost completely the vision 
of one eye, and that it is extremely likely that he will similarly 
lose the use of the other eye, because of persistent ulcerous infec- 
tions caused by diabetes and a heart ailment* The attending physicians 
have advised that his condition will require constant physical care, 
and that he will be unable to return to his business. 

This situation has necessitated Mrs. Freyman 1 s departure from 
New York two weeks ago. ^ Letters received from her since that time in- 
dicate that the doctors insist upon her continued presence in Le Mars 
for an indefinite and extended period of t§xae. Y/ith the present impos- 
sibility of obtaining either nursing service or business assistance, 
my wife finds herself confronted with very; serious problems, which can 
be assumed only by her because of the exigencies of the war. I know 
that the demands presently placed upon r i4rs* Freyman are severe, and 
although she is desirous of meeting thq, situation as effectively as 
possible alone, we both realize that others will be many occasions when

Only through a transfer which would make me more readily avail- 
able during this family emergency will it appear possible for me 
to render to Mrs. Freyman the aid and assistance which I know she 
will require, and which I feel is the minimum of my obligation to her. 
For your information, I respectfully suggest that the following offices 
are within a five-hundred mile radius of Le Mars: Omaha, St* Paul, 

Chicago, and Des MoineB, the latter being my office of preference. 

For your information, I may state that I have been assigned to 
east Qoast offices for the past three years, and have in the recent 
past expressed my willingness for assignment in foreign service. I 
make this request solely because family illness has brought upon Mrs* 
Freyman and upon me an urgent situation where my help and advice will 
be essential, and where a separation of over twelve hundred miles would 
make such help practically impossible. Should my request be favorably 
considered, I shall be very grateful.

In connection with the confidential coverage of the above 
named convention, the results obtained as set forth below are 
believed to be of suoh an outstanding nature as to warrant commenda- 
tion from the Bureau for the agent personnel responsible therefor. 
The coverage of this District Convention held Mareh 30 and 31, 1957, 
the results of which have now been completely analyzed, has resulted 
in the most complete coverage ever obtained of suoh a convention by 
the Chicago Office, 



In addition to six live informants who attended the con- 
vention and have furnished detailed reports thereon, this office 
was successful in obtaining a complete transcript of the first day* s 
proceedings. On Saturday, March 30, the total attendance was 84 
individual Communists, whereas on Sunday, March 31, the estimated 
total attendance was 90 , Complete reports of the two 7 ' days activities 
have been obtained fully covering what transpired at the convention* 
Through a photographic surveillance established under unusual condi - 
tions on March 30, 1957, the agents obtained excellent photographs 
of 69 individual CP delegates all but one of which have been posi- 
tively identified by security informants and/or agent personnel. 

The security informants in attendance themselves have identified 65 
of these photographs. In addition, 19 other individuals on whom 
photographs were not obtained were identified as being present by 
informants so that all 84 persons in attendance have been identified* 
Another photographic surveillance was set up on March 31 , under 
different conditions since the convention was held at a different 
location and 73 individual photographs were obtained of which 69 
have been positively identified, A total of 21 additional individuals 
have been Identified as being present by informants so that all 90 
individuals in attendance as delegates have been Identified,

Enclosed is a letter to the Director from SA CARL N.

After receipt of Bureau letter dated 6-I|.-57» I had 
a lengthy discussion with SA FRLYMAN in an effort to 
assist him in resolving the problems mentioned in his 
letter so that he could proceed on transfer as in- 
structed. I am convinced that he is confronted with 
a real personal hardship and consequently recommend 
that the Bureau approve his request for cancellation 
of his transfer. 

SA FREZHAN is interested in and well qualified for 
administrative advancement and the personal problems 
he describes did not exist when he was designated a 
Field Supervisor. Circumstances beyond his control 
have required sizeable financial obligations during 
recent months and he is fearful that additional expen- 
ditures will be necessary in the near future in con- 
nection with the health of his mother. I feel that 
his unavailability is temporary and that it would be 
to the best interests of the Bureau to permit him to 
remain in his present supervisory position.

Dear Mr. Hoover: 

I am in receipt of your letter of May 17, 1957, 
transferring my headquarters from Chicago to the Bureau. 

I am most appreciative of this transfer because 
I consider it as an advancement which I have worked for to 
the best of my ability and looked forward to for the past 
sixteen years in which I have been in the Bureau. 

Approximately fifteen months ago I had the mis- 
fortune to lose my father which left me as the only child 
with the responsibility for my mother. About eighteen 
months ago she bad her second cancer operation which re- 
sulted in the removal of her second breast. 



Since the death of my father, I have used . 
every reasonable effort to convince my mother, age 69, to 
live with me and my wife and four small children in Chicago. 



Because she has her home in LeKars, Iowa, and 
insists on maintaining it, is close to her church and to 
her doctor, I have been unable to persuade her to live with 
me although she has no blood relatives either at my home or 
elsewhere who are in a position to live with her or to help 
her. Heretofore I have been in a position to see her and 
look after her several times a year even though I presently 
reside some 525 miles from her residence. This problem, 
which I had hoped could be handled in time, was therefore 










Since I shall continue to be financially 
responsible to care for my mother, other personal pro- 
blems which have arisen during the past two and a half 
years are material. During this period of time a serious 
operation undertaken by my wife and the birth of my third 
and fourth children required abnormal medical expenses in 
excess of $3 ,000.00. Considerable additional expense was 
incurred by me when it was necessary to place my wife’ s 
mother in a mental institution a year and a half ago. 
Because of my increased family it was necessary to pur- 
chase a house in November, 1955* which required me to 
make stringent financial commitments. 

I, therefore, after lengthy consideration of 
the consequences of my decision in reference to administra- 
tive advancement in the Bureau, have reached the conclusion 
that I cannot at this time, for financial reasons and until 
my family situation is resolved, meet the requirements of 
the Bureau for administrative advancement. 

For the reasons stated above, I feel it impera- 
tive to respectfully request cancellation of my transfer 
to the Bureau. 

When I accepted my present supervisory position- 

( approximately three years ago, none of the aforementioned 
circumstances existed. I accepted these responsibilities 
Ttfith the full knowledge of the requirements for advancement. 
Since that time I have given unselfishly of my time and 
effort to advance and I believe my performance ratings will 
bear this out. As a career employee of the Bureau I shall 
always continue to be anxious to advance in the Bureau' s 
service and I am hopeful that these problems, particularly 
with respect to my mother, will resolve themselves in the 
immediate future. 

I It is with extreme reluctance and deep regret 

that I find myself unable to accept the promotional oppor- 
tunity offered me for advancement. 

I am fully cognizant of the -fact that when you 
reallocated me to Grade GS-li). on January ij., 1956, that 
this promotion was contingent on my being assigned as super- 
visor of Security Squad 2 in Chicago. I want to assure you, 
Mr. Hoover, that I will fully understand any action which 
the Bureau may find necessary to take as a result of my 
request to remain in Chicago at the present time. You are 
further assured that while I am intensely interested in

The attached memorandum from SA£*Ardhicago, recommends commendation 
for ten Agents in connection with coverage afforded captioned convention. 
SAC, Chicago, advises that coverage of this convention was the most 
complete ever obtained of such a convention by the Chicago Office. All 
eighty-f ouz^ persons attending the March 30 session have been identified 
and all ninjby individuals attending the March 31 session have been iden^' •' - 
tified. In addition to live informant coverage, a complete transcript 
of the first day's proceedings was obtained and photographs were taken 
of sixty-nine of the first day's delegates and seventy-three of the second 
day's delegates. The March 30 session of this convention was held on the 
thi£d floor of Ferrara Hall, Chicago. A survey by Chicago Agents revealed 
that delegates would have to use a stairway leading up to the third floor 
convention hall. Agents arranged for the use of a small room at the head 
of these stairs and had a sign painted advertising the use of the hall 
which/wa§ n hung directly in front of the stairs. Small holes were made 
in the black portions in this sign through which three cameras were 
utilized to secure photographs. The Sunday, March 31, session of this 
convention was held at Aldine Hall, Chicago. The location of this session 
was kept secret until the close of the Saturday session; consequently, 
Chicago had only one night to arrange coverage. The contributions of each
